SCARE OVER SMALLPOX. 


Student Harden Believed to Have 
Exposed Others. 


FORTNIGHT RECESS GIVEN, . 


Board of Health Says There Is No 
Great Danger, 


HUNDRED CHICAGO BOYS LEAVE. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 4.—[Special.}—Hun- 
dreds of people in Delafield, Wis., and Muk- 
wonago, Wis., have been exposed to small- 
pox and great excitement prevails in those 
places. 

There was great alarm in St. John’s Mili- 
tary Academy today when it was learned 
that Cadet Harden of Mukwonago was suf- 
fering from the disease. Harden, who had . 
been away on a Vacation at the end of the 
fall term, returned to the school three weeks 
ago and complained of being sick. He did 
not improve and on Wednesday he was sent 
to his home. 

Dr. Alexander, the local physician, made 
an examination and determined Harden was 
suffering from smallpox. The family was at 
once quarantined. 

The news of the prevalence of the disease 
spread among the farmers and one of them 
telephoned to a friend in Delafield today that 
Harden had the smallpox. The news spread 
rapidly through the village and the academy, 
which is located a short distance from it. 

There was intense excitement and fear 
among the residents of the village, as it is 
not known who or how many were exposed 
to the contagion. The excitement at the 
academy soon grew to a semi-panic and 
there was a general rush of the students to 
pack satchels and trunks and to get away 
from the institution at once. 

President Sidney Smythe succeeded in 
holding them in ¢heck until Dr. Nixon, tha 
local representative of thé State Health 
Department, had made an examination. He 
came to the conclusion there was no danger 
to any of the pupils, but after consulting 
with Secretary Wingate of the State Board 
of Health it was decided to close the in- 
stitution for a few weeks until all danger 
had passed. A 


Students Go Home. 


The 160 students were told to prepare to ga 
tu their homes at once. They were all 
ready, and before 5 tonight the institution 
was deserted, the Chicago students going 
straight to their homes. Even President 
Smythe left the place and came here tonight. 
He said: . 

“There was considerable excitement 
among the students, but there was no dan- 
ger, aseGadet Harden did not have smali- 
pox in the institution and the disease did not 
develop until after he had gone to his home, 
The disease is not contagious in the state 
in which he°was at the time he was taken 
from the institution. However, in order to 
allay all fears, it was decided as a precau< 
ticnary measure to close the academy fora 
few weeks. During that time it will be 
thoroughly fumigated and there will be ab- 
solutely no danger. The parents of the 
pupils need have no fear. We will not lose 
any time, as the term will be extended and 
there will be no spring vacation.” 

There is the greatest excitement in Wau- 
kesha County. Cadet Harden was taken to 
his home on a train and a number of pas- 
sengers were exposed to contagion. The re- 
sult is that no one knows who was exposed, 
and every one suspects his neighbor. At 
Oconomowoc it was rumored that half of the 
students at St. John’s were complaining of 
being sick, and at Mukwonago it is reported 
another student who came from some place 
in Indiana has gone home affected with tha 
disease. President Smythe, however, denies 
the truth of these rumors, 

Secretary of the State Board of Health 
Wingate says he believes there is no danger 
of the disase spreading, as Dr. Alexander 
has reported to him that the Hardens and 
ali persons who were in contact with the 
afflicted man have been quarantined.

INSURGENTS UNDER MACEO BEATEN 
IN THE BAT PLE. 


Forces of Gen. Luque Come Upon the 
Enemy Near Pinar del Rie—Sixty~ 
two of the Cubans Killed and Thir- 
ty of the Spanish—Many Wounded, 
Including the Spanish Leader—Ma- 
ceo’s Men Make Three Gallant 
Stands, but in Vain. 

Havana, Feb. 4.—A report has heen re- 
ceived that an important engagement has 
taken place at Consolacion de] Sur, east of 
the City of Pinar de! Rio, between the Span- 
ish forces under Gen. Luque and the insur- 
gents under Antonio Maceo. 

The battle was fiercely contested and the 
advantage is claimed to be all on the side of 
the Spanish asa result. Butitis significant 
that Maceo’s forces, instead of being turned 
back to the westward, proceeded on their 
way toward Havana Province after the bat- 
tle. : 

Attack Cubansk in the Town. 

Gen. Luque left the city of Pinar del Rio at 
7 o clock in the morning of Feb. 2 (Sunday), 
intending to march to Consolacion del Sur in 
search of an engagement with the main 
force of the insurgents, who were known to 
be in that district. Gen. Luque had the ad- 
vantage of the directions of a skillful guide. 

At 8 o’clock in the evening the Spanish 
columns arrived at Arroyo de Agua, and here 
they rested on their arms until midnight of 
Sunday, when they took up their line of 
march again, following the direction of the 
railroad, which runs between Consolacion 
del Sur and Paso Real. 

Ait 5 o’clock yesterday morning (Monday) 
the Spanish had arrived at the farm of Can- 
délara on their way to San Diego de Los 
Banos, but they turned south again towards 
La Horradura, and, continuing their march, 
they met the insurgents about 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon at the Town of Paso Real. 

An attack was immediately opened upon 
the insurgents in the town. They held their 
position with the greatest tenacity, making 

‘their defense in the village itself from the 
vantage ground of the housega4in e walls 
of the streets. From this nt it waSfound 
difficult to dislodge them, though a fire-was 
directed upon them from all sides. A volley 

‘from the rifles of. the troops failed to break 

the lirfes of the insurgent forces. 

They were given a second volley, but still 

‘they stood their ground, and even in the face 
of a third volley of rifle bullets they refused 
to budge an inch and obstinately maintained 
their formidable line. 

‘The Spanish cavairy was thén ordered to 
- charge, and it swept down with great valor 
-upon the devoted band led by Luets, Herra, 
and Berenguer. The insurgents were unable 
to stand this onslaught, and their formation 

: was broken and they were put to flight, ten 
of them being killed with cavalry sabers. 

. “They were pursued by the Spanish cavalry 

outside the limits of the village, but the pur- 
suers were here met by a force of insurgent 
cavalry numbering a thousand, and the pur- 

.puit was checked. The insurgent cavalry 
made a stand and met the attack of the 
Spanish, covering the retreat of their friends 
and stubbornly refusing to give way in face 
of the Spanish fire unti] the Spanish infantry 
came up. 

Make Another Vigorous Stand. 

Meanwhile the Cubans had worked their

“Only 150 yards. This last charge was also 
repulsed, many insurgents being wounded 
- with bayonets, and the insurgents thereupon 
retired. The troops were with difficulty re- 
strained from pursuing the insurgents, being 
“{n a state of enthusiasm, according to the 
official report, until night put a stop to 
* @perations. 

Gen, Luque was wounded-in the leg at the 
beginning of the battle. Majs. Luis, Lopez, 
and Mijares were seriously injured, and 
Majs. José, Ruiz, and Perez were killed.

The infantry repulsed the 
first charge and formed circular’ groups, 
the second artillery shelled at fifty yards 
range. The rebels were pursued in the direc- 
tion of the Town of Palacios. The killed were 
sixty-two. lt is supposed 200 rebels were 
wounded. 

Gen. Luque was shot through the leg, Maj. 
José Ruiz Perez was killed, Maj. Luis Lopez 
Mijares was seriously wounded. A Captain, 
Lieutenant, and thirty soldiers were wound- 
ed on the Spanish side.

ish’ soldiers ‘of the San Quintin Battalion, 
who were repairing the railroad between 
Esperanza and Jicotea in Santa Clara Prov- 
ince, and that Lieut. Enselbe Borges, the 
commander of the detachment, one Sergeant, 
and fourteen soldiers were killed, and five 
being wounded. This engagement took place 
Feb. 2. 

A skirmish in which one rebel was killed 
is reported from Itabo, Matanzas Province. 

It is also reported that Col. Tejada with 
800 Spanish troops encountered the rebel 
forces under José Maceo, Bonne, and Bor- 
rero near Ojocinado, on the Canto River, 
and that the Spanish lost one officer and 
three men killed, the rebels leaving seven 
dead on the field.

Report of Gen. Luque’s Battle. 


Gen. Luque, in command of the Spanish 
forces in Pinar del Rio Province, today tele- 
graphed an official report to the Command- 
er-in-Chief, giving the details of an en- 
counter with Maceo’s forces in Paso Real 
cn Sunday last, in which he says the rebels 
lost sixty-two killed and 20) wounded. 
Luque reports that he was himself shot 
through his right leg, but was able to keep 
his horse throughout the engagement, and 
he concludes his official report with an ap- 
plication for the fourth-class cross decora- 
tion of San Fernando for himself. ? 

Maj. Louis Lopez Myares of the civil guard 
and Maj. José Ruiz Ferez were wounded, 
the latter dying the sume night. One Cap- 
tain and one Lieutenant, not named, were 
also wounded, together with sixty soldiers, 
one of whom died. No others are mentioned 
as dead in the report. 

Gen. Luque says he left Pinar del Rio 
early on the morning of Sunday, on learning 
that Maceo, Zayas, and Chileno, all rebel 
leaders, were at Paso Real. After twenty- 
seven hours of almost continuous marching 
he arrived there at 2 p. m. on Monday. 

The rebels made a strong defense, firing 
from the tops of houses and along the fences 
around the city. The Spanish vanguard, 
under Col. Fernandez, attacked the van- 
guard, center, and rear guard of the rebels 
in the central streets of the town, driving 
them with continuous volleys and fierce 
cavalry charges into the outskirts of the 
town. 

Beyond is an open space and 300 yards 
further isa heavy palm grove.

SPAIN’S ANSWER TO THE SENATE 


CUBAN RESOLUTION,

Scores a Brilliant Diplomatic Stroke 
im Its Cipher Dispatch to Its Min- 
ister in Washington—Says the Pol- 
icy Urged in the United States 
Request Has Been Followed 
Practically in the Methods of Cam- 
pos—Future Depends on Insurgents

World.]—Rellable intelligence was received 
last evening that the Spanish Government 
has made a brilliant diplomatic stroke in 
connection with the recent resolution report- 
ed to the United States Senate anent Cuban 
affairs. 

The Senate resolution called on Spain in 
n friendly manner to recognize the Cuban 
rebels. as belligerents. This singular re- 
quest—something unique in the way of for- 
eign statecraft—naturally caused discussion 
at Madrid. 

The government of Sefior Canovags under- 
stood the reasons which prompted the Sen- 
ate committee, and at a Cabinet council tt 
was decided to respond promptly and to dis- 
play an entirely amicable and courteous at- 
titude towards the American Government 
and people. 

Accordingly the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fais addressed a cipher dispatch to Sefior de 
Lome, the Spanish Minister at Washington, 
The latter was directed to inform Secretary 
of State Olney immediately that what the 
Senate committee asks in its resolution is 
exactly what Gen. Martinez Campos had 


been doing while Governor-General of Cuba, | 


He had been so lenient in his treatment of 
those in rebellion against the lawful govern- 
ment of Cuba as to arouse criticism among 
military men everywhere. His forbearance 
is already, it is understood, a household 
word throughout the United States. 

The newly appointed Governor-General, 
Lieut.-Gen. Weyler Nicalau, will from in- 
clination, to say nothing of his instructions, 
do as Campos has done, provided the rebels 
reciprocate and continue to treat prisoners 
and wounded humanely, as they have done 
up to the present time. 

They should stop burning and destroying 
in a systematic manner the property of non- 
combatants, a mode of warfare entirely at 
variance with European ideas of civilization. 
Spain has taken the moral obligation of ac- 
complishing the suppression of the rebellion 
in a civilized manner, and ventures to ex- 
press the belief that the rebels should also 
use civilized methods. The Spanish mem- 
orandum is said to be very dignified, as 
well as friendly.

OUTLINES THE CAMPAIGN IN CUBA, 


Gen, Antonio Maceo Gives His Views 
of the Prospect. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[{Special.]—The 
Star prints the following signed letter from 
Lieut.-Gen. Antonio Maceo of the Cuban 
army, giving a comprehensive view of the 
Plan of campaign of the patriots and their 
prospect of success: 

“It was intimated that many‘in the United 
States thought therd was a rupture in the 
Cuban army. It was hinted that between 
the Commander-in-Chief and myself there 
was a misunderstanding, and that my army, 
to use the term empioyed by the Spaniards, 
was ‘deserted’ by Gen: Gomez and left in 
the Province of Pinar del Rio to be trapped, 

‘There can be no such thing as a misun- 
derstanding or rupture, or whatever you 
may choose to call it, between Gen. Gomez 
and myself. He is the Commander-in-Chief 
and as such hi orders are as laws to me. 
Our army is not organized on a rabble basis. 
The man who talks the loudest is not the 
commander. But it is organized on the plan 
of a modern military force, where order and 
discipline are maintained, and respect for 
superiors invariably enforced. 

“But aside from rules of military disci- 
pline there is not a. soldier in the Cuban 
army who would consider for an instant the 
disputing of words or commands of Maximo 
Gomez. The entire army confides implicitly 
in his patriotism and his military ability. 


Plans That Are Kept Secret. 


“ As to the statement that he took his com- 
mand and hurried back to Havana, leaving 
us, as the Americans would say, in the 
lurch, I will say nothing regarding it. We 
have our own plans for fighting the battle of 
Cuba, and it is not necessary that the whole 
world be taken into-our confidence. The 
Spanish Government would like to know why 
we separated our forces in Pinar del Rio. It 
would like to know why Gen. Gomez marched 
back to the border of Matanzas. It would be 
pleased to know just why we make certain 
moves and just why We do not make certain 
otherones. When the authorities cannot see 
a plausible reason for some, to them, impor 
tant action on the part of the rebel forces, 
they immediately concoct some agreeable 
theory and it broadcast. Still we do 
not complain and if they obtain any satisfac- 
tion therefrom we are not worried. 

“But it has appeared strange to me that 
these people seem to delight in humbugging 
themselves, They have done it from the be- 
ginning of the war, ‘and doubtless will con- 
tinue to the end. And yet they do not seem 
to realize that they picture their own ridicu- 
lousness to the world; for what can people 
think who, wang: I read Spanish dis- 
patches t revolution is only a 
pigmy é next day read of more 
troops em : from Spain to reinforce 
the army of over 100,000 men already here?

“One on Sunday, and the other this after- 
noon; there’s only one left, a boy, but -he is 
well, and if we can keep the mother alive 
he'll live right along all of the time.” 

Information concerning the Hinsteins was 
abundantly furnished by the neighbors. 

“They have nothing to eat and little fuel. 
no money to pay for a do¢tor, and nothing 
for medicine,” said one. ‘“ B. Einstein, the 
father, works occasionally during the sum- 
mer, and generally not at all in the winter.

Constantinople, Feb. 4.—It is denied here 
that the Porte has refused to admit a sec- 
ond dispatch boat for the service of the 
United States Legation. The matter, it ap- 
pears, is not yet settled. The Porte; it is 
claimed, does not contest the right of entry, 
but contends that the moment for such a 
reinforcement is inopportune. 

It has been much remarked in official cir- 
cles here that since the rigorous action of 
the United States Minister, Alexander W. 
Terrell, in behalf of the American mission- 
aries he alone is mentioned in the court cir- 
culars as a guest at the court dinners. 

The impression prevails in diplomatic cir- 
cles here that the United States and Great 
Britain may eventually unite in order to 
save the Armenians. 

Has Made No Pledge for Russia. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—The Russian 
Minister, M. E. de Kotzebue, was surprised 
when shown thé statement in the St. James 
Gazette saying he had informed Secretary 
Olney that Russia would see to it that Tur- 
key paid any indemnity required by the Unit+ 
ed States and that upon this assurance the 
United States abandoned a contemplated 
demonstration in Turkish waters. Minister 
Kotzebue says he has given no such assur- 
ances to Mr. Olney. He is careful to avoid 
discussing pending diplomatic subjects, but 
in view of the fact that this has no diplo- 
matic status he thought himself fully war- 
ranted in dismissing it as a pleasing fiction. 


Anxious for Red Cross Aid. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 4.—That there is great 
disappointment among the suffering Arme- 
nians at the prospect of a refusal on the 
part of the Turkish Government to admit 
the Red Cross is showh by’a letter from 
Constantinople dated Jan. 20, which says: 

“ The failure to carry out the Red Cross 
relief plan would not cnly leave much suf- 
fering unassuaged, but would cause great 
harm. The coming of the society has been 
heralded far and wide with promiscs to the 
people of European support. Heart and 
hope will utterly fail these suffering people 
if in this association they are doomed to 
disappointment.”

Because of a hitch between Thomas Mc- 
Millen and O. P. Giffert the Fourth Congres- 
sional District conventién will not-be held at 
the same time as the county convention. 
Mr. MeMillan is Chairman of the Congres- 
sional committee, and Mr. Giffert represents 
the Twelfth, Ward on the City Central com- 
mittee.- When it was proposed to have dele- 
gates for the Congressional convention se- 
lected at the same primary election as that 
of the county Mr. McMillan insisted upon 
his privilege to name half the primary 
judges, and clerks.

Northwestern University authorities are 
saying emphatic words to Caspar W. Whit- 
ney of Harper’s Weekly in these days and 
have been saying them for some time past. 
When Mr. Whitney last fall found oppor- 
tunity to vent his spleen on the subject of 
professionalism in Western college athletics 
among other institutions Northwestern Uni- 
versity came in for its share of the abuse. 
In December Mr. Whitney made another 
attack on Northwestern and added insult 
to injury by casting slurs of various kinds 
against students and faculty of the institu- 
tion. 

At the request of President Rogers the 
Chairman of the committee for the regu- 
lation of athletic sports in the univer- 
sity, Prof. J. Scott Clark, drafted a reply to 
the charges made by Mr. Whitney and sent 
it to the editor of Harper’s Weekly for pub- 
lication. For several weeks Prof. Clark re- 
ceived no answer. Finally he sent a note 
asking if he was to interpret the silence as 
a refusal to recognize the letter. Soon there 
came a short note from Whitney claiming 
that the second article in the Weekly had 
made all needed reparation. Prof. Clark 
then prepared another letter in answer to 
Whitney’s and sent it East. This stated 
that unless an answer was received within 
five days it would be understood in Evans- 
ton that Harper’s Weekly, contrary to its 
reputation, refused to act honorably in the 
matter. 

The five days were up last night, but no 
reply. Out of justice to itself the university 
feels it proper to make public the whole cor- 
respondence relative to the Whitney arti- 
cles. 


Asks for a Retraction. 


In his first letter to the editor of Harper’s 
Weekly Prof. Clark points out the state- 
ments made by Whitney which reflect upon 
Northwestern men, and continues: 

“Permit me, Mr. Editor, to say positively 
and officially that, so far as they reflect on 
Northwestern and with one slight excep- 
tion, I know every one of the statements of 
Mr. Whitney to be absolutely untrue. The 
exception is that one man, Thomas, was 
allowed to play one game, and only one, 
when we were not certain that he had regis- 
tered. Our committee had been appointed 
but three days at the time of the Madison 
game, and I did not find it possible to inves- 
tigate all the men’s records till the afternoon 
before that game. On consulting the rec- 
ords of the various departments concerned 
I found every case’clear, under the rules, 
except two. One was promptly debarred 
from playing. The other was Thomas. 
Thomas never registered in our School of 
Oratory. That is pure imagination on the 
part of Mr. Whitney or his sage advisers. 

“It is not true that Huddleson ever re- 
ceived either tuition, room rent, or board 
free. Both Thomas and Huddleson were ex- 
pelled from ouf team at the very opening of 
our season because neither was willing to 
abide by the rules governing amateurs— 
rules to whose support Mr. Whitney says 
he is unselfishly devoted. Yet in a late issue 
of your paper Mr. Whitney blandly assures 
the public that he obtained all his informa- 
tion about Northwestern athletics from 
Thomas and Huddleson. 


Case of Van Doozer. 


** As to Van Doozer,Mr. Whitney strangely 
neglects to inform the public that the life- 
saving crew'to which Van Doozer belonged 
is and always has been composed entirely of 
students, except the Captain. Mistrue Van 
Doozer gave up the football captaincy be- 
cause of the government's action as to such 
cases. It is also true he resigned his place 
on the crew and became again football Cap- 
tain. It is not true, however, as implied in 
Mr. Whitney's statement, that Van Doozer 
was paid for returning to the team or was 
promised pay. 

‘** Karly in December we were informed 
Mr. Whitney had come to Chicago ‘ with a 
valise full of affidavits’ and ‘with carte 
blanche to offer the accused players as much 
space in his journal as they think they need 
to refute the charges he makes against 
them.’ Assuming this to be correct, we now 
ask for that space. As Evanston is but 
thirty minutes’ ride from Chicago, with three 
lines of connecting railway and abundant 
telephone comfhunication, we naturally ex- 
pected Mr. Whitney would either come out 
here and convince himself of his absurd 
blunders by consulting our records, or that 
he would at least send some communication 
to either our manager, Captain, committee- 
men, professors, or some one in a position 
and of a character to offer competent evi- 
dence in the matter of his charges. But Mr. 
Whitney came and went without sending us 
any communication or making any effort to 
get at the facts, content with the statements 
of two men discredited by their own past 
action. 

If Whitmey Had Investigated. 


“Tf Mr. Whitney had cared to investigate 
he would have learned that not a-single 
member of our football team is or ever was 
enrolled in our School of Oratory. More 
than 95 per cent of the students of that 
school are women, and I assure you, Mr. 
Editor, that. our women here are not suf- 
ficiently ‘new’ to become members of our 
athletic teams. The least Mr. Whitney can 
do, as a gentleman is to apologize for his 
wild slander on the School of Oratory. 

* It is not impossible to explain Mr. Whit- 
ney’s misconception. In the spring of 1895 
a man who had been refused readmission to 
our, College of Liberal Arts because of poor 
scholarship took up some work in the School 
of Oratory. That man was made baseball 
manager (not a member of the team, as he 
had a right to be under the rules). He was 
afterward deposed from his office by our 
committee for violating the rules in force 
here governing athletics. Some glimmering 
of these facts seem to have penetrated the 
minds of Mr. Whitney’s informers, and their 
all too willing imaginations converted the 
facts.into a statement concerning the School 
of Oratory that ‘it is in this school that 
most of the athletic transgressors are 
housed.’ 

“As to Perry and Culver, none but an 
imagination as active as it was malicious 
could have Invented those falsehoods about 
those men. Perry has been doing regular 
and faithful work all the year. Culver has 
been doing regular work in our.law school 
at Chicago. 


What Whitney Proved. 


“As to what Mr. Whitney has ‘ proved,’ I 
respectfully submit that he has proved but 
one thing, and that he proved most con- 
clusively—namely: that he had no real de- 
‘sire to investigate the facts of athletics at 
Northwestern, as shown by his neglect to 
‘summon our records, or to summon any 
‘competent witness, though both witnesses 
and records were in abundance, almost in 
sight of Mr. Whitney’s congenial quarters 


the tendency to professionalism in Western 
universities as much was stated. The 
point of my criticism on Northwestern was 
that men had gone there for the purpose of 
football solely, and the fact that you ac- 
knowledge to have expelled Huddieson and 
Thomas because they were professionals or 
undesirable students proves the criticism in 
the Weekly to have been well founded.

Not Satisfied with Silence. 


Prof. Clark then sent the following scorch- 
ing letter East: 

‘Chicago, Jan. 80, 1896.—Mr. Caspar W. 
Whitney—Dear Sir: Permit me to acknowl- 
edge the receipt, this morning, of yours of 
Jan. 28, with reference to my late letter to 
Harper’s Weekly concerning your charges 
against Northwestern University and her 
students. Permit me to say that, so far as 
this university is concerned, we consider 
your ‘ last full treatment’ of the subject in 
Harper’s ta be much more unjust and offen- 
Sive than your first treatment. You say: 
‘The point of my criticism on Northwestern 
was that men had gone there for the purpose 
of piaying football solely,’ and‘you add that 
our admission of having permitted two men 
to play one game each sustains your 
charges. 

‘’ How do you explain the strange omission 
to mention in your first article the fact that 
Thomas and Huddleson were permitted to 
play bit one game and then dropped? You 
certainly implied, and led the public to infer, 
that both men were allowed to continue mem- 
bers of the team. But, I assure you, if your 
only charge against Northwestern had been 
the one you quote, should not have taken 
the trouble to addfess a letter to Harper’s 
Weekly about it. Let me refresh your mem- 
ory a bit as to no less than seven specific 
charges to be found in your two articles,aside 
from the one you say contains the point of 
your criticism. They are as follows: 

‘1. You say ingirectly that Van Doozer 
was hired to leave the life-saving crew— 
that ‘he was told he should lose nothing by 
the change.’ 

“2. You say that ‘ Huddleson played on 
the team, receiving in recompense tuition, 
room rent, and board free.’ 

“3. You say that ‘Thomas joined the 
School of Oratory, never went near the 
school, but played on the teath,’ etc. 

‘4. You say ‘ Northwestern has a School 
of Oratory which seems to make but slight 
demands on those enrolled.’ 

"5. You say ‘it is in this school that most 
of the athletic transgressors are housed.’ 

‘6. You say ‘ Perry and Culver, if they 
were enrolled, paid very little attention to 
their studies.’ 

“7. You say of Van Doozer, ‘ He was inthe 
employ of the United States Life Saving Sta- 
tion at Chicago and has left it,’ etc. 

Prepared to Prove It False. 

“Now, We are prepared to prove, by abun- 
dant and conclusive evidence, that every one 
of these specific statements of yours is false 
and groundless, to say nothing of several 
implied accusations on your part. Wecan- 
not therefore admit the accuracy of your 
assertion, in this morning’s letter, that all 
your criticisms of us amount to is implied 
in the statement that certain men came here 
‘solely to play football.’ Even fhat state- 
ment remains to be proved. Neither can we 
let the matter rest here. We do not charge 
you with malice, but we maintain, and the 
records demonstrate, that you have been 
guilty of a carelessness and an indiscretion 
little short of criminal in making the above 
seven specific false statements widely public 
through the columns of Harper’s Weekly 
and of the other numerous journals all over 
the country which copied your charges from 
Harper's. 

‘We therefore repeat that having made 
these false charges you can do no less as a 
gentleman and a man of honor than retract 
them as publicly as you made them. Yes- 
terday I addressed a note to the editor of 
Miarper’s Weekly, asking him. if the non- 


appearance of my letter in his journal was 


to be interpreted as a refusal to publigh it.

| wrote it. I said to the editor that if [ 
heard nothing from him within five days 
from date I would interpret his silence as a 
refusal to publish. All I have to add is 
that we shall not rest satisfied with silence 
in the matter.

Prof~Clark said last night: ‘‘ We have 
tried in vain to get any satisfaction what-

making the official announcement only out 
of respect to the memory of the late Ambas- 
sador. 

Mr. Uhl has been in the service but a short 
time, having been appointed Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Nov. 1, 1893, to succeed 
Josiah Quincy, who was unfortunate enough 
to get himself disliked by the administra- 
tion. 

Yet in the short time Mr. Uhl has been in 
the department he has made himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the official rou- 
tine, and he is especially well acquainted 
with the details of the delicate diplomatic 
questions now pending between this country 
and Germany. Last summer he madea tour 
of Europe, looking into the conduct of the 
principal consular offices, and it was at one 
time thought he might succeed Ambassador 
Sustis at Paris, when that functionary had 
talked too much to suit the President. 

Wrote to Spain. 

Mr. Uhl’s chief title to distinction is as the 
author of the celebrated dispatch calling on 
Spain in a peremptory manner for an ex- 
planation of the firing on the Allianca by the 
gunboat Conde de Venadito off Cape Maysi, 
on the coast of Cuba. The dispatch was ap- 
proved of at once by Secretary Gresham and 
sent while the President was on a duck 
hunt, the contents being given out inad- 
vertently, so that the whole country rung 
with applause of the vigorous language. Mr. 
Uhl is a man about 55 ycars old, and belongs 
to the silk-stocking wing of the Michigan 
Democracy. He was educated at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, and once was Mayor of 
Grand Rapids, his hometown. His appoint- 
ment to the State Department was credited 
to Don Dickinson, with whom he has always 
affiliated. 

Previous to the election of 1894 Mr. Uhl 
was nominated for the position of United 
States Senator by the Democratic State con- 
vention. Unfortunately for his prospects, 
however, when the tidal wave receded only 
one Democrat was landed in the Legislature. 
Before the balloting began Mr. Uhl took a 
trip to Michigan and had a conference with 
his solitary supporter, as a result of which 
the Republican Senator, McMillan, was 
unanimously elected. 


Has Means of His Own. 


Mr. Uhl has considerable means and is not 
altogwether dependent on the jump in salary 
from $4,500 to $17,500. 

In talking over the subject of the German 
Embassy it was stated by officials at the 
State Department and the White House that 
the letters, telegrams,_and the personal ap- 
peals made for Potter Palmer were of an 
unusually satisfactory character and thatif 
they had been made at the beginning instead 
at the end of the administration they would 
have landed the Chicago representative in the 
office without doubt. The President was es- 
pecially anxious, however, to have some one 
at Berlin who understood the details of nego- 
tiations relating tothe American sugar duties 
and the German retaliation on American 
meat and insurance companies. This tech- 
nical knowledge Mr. Uhl possesses in an em- 
inent degree, and besides this is a good 
linguist; being on that account exceedingty 
popaiar with the diplomatic corps at Wash- 
ington.

MRS. A. B. CODY SEEN WALKING. 


Missing Woman Discovered Walking 
Toward Kalama, Wash. 


Tacoma, Wash., Feb. 4.—{Special.]—The ~ 


Town Marshal of Castle Rock, a small sta- 
tion on the Northern Pacific railroad, about 
thirty miles south of this city, reports the 
discovery of Mrs. A. B. Cody of Chicago, 
who so mysteriously disappeared here on 
Friday. She was seen walking on the rail- 
road and turnpike in the direction of Ka- 
lama, on the Columbia River, at the point 
where the railroad crosses the river into 
Oregon. She will be overtaken as quickly 
as possible and brought here by her rela- 
tives and friends. 

Earlier in the day word came from Roy, 
fourteen miles south of Tacoma, that Mrs. 
Cody had been seen there on Saturday night 
and had left for Napier, a little out-of-the- 
way settlement in the woods. The woman 
seen there.correctly answers the description 
of Mrs. Cody as given by her parents. She 
carried a valise, which she did not have while 
in this city when last seen. 

While there is little doubt in the minds of 
Mrs. Cody’s parents that she is still alive, a 
vigorous search is being kept up for her body 
hereabouts for fear she has killed herself. 

Mrs. John Huntington disappeared about 
the same time Mrs. Cody did, and the fact 
that the searchers for both women caught 
a glimpse of Mrs. Huntington this afternoon 
in the dense fir forest south of the city it 
was rumored that Mrs. Cody had been found. 
Mrs. Huntington, has been in an asylum, 
and believes her friends and Satan are pur- 
suing her. When seén today she ran into 
the woods. Her garments were drenched 
with rain and she was not captured. 

The gunsmith who sold Mrs. Cody the re- 
volver now insists that she did not act 
nervous or excited. He inclines to the belief 
that she has endeavored to seek seclusion, 
according to her expressed desire that she 
might get away from her familiy and friends 
in order not to be a burden upon them. 


The only possible clew developed yesterday 
in the search for Mrs. A. B. Cody was that the 
Chief of Police of Portland, Ore., has been 
called upon to assist in the search. This’ 
would indicate there is some evidence Mrs. 
Cody may have taken the boat from Ta- 
coma for Portland. Hope Reed Cody, whois 
in constant communication with relatives of 
the missing woman, said: 

‘I received word late last night of the dis- 
covery in the closet of her bedroom of two 
letters written by her at some time not 
known. I am informed they appear to have 
been written several days, if not weeks, be- 
fore their discovery, and am inclined to 
think she wrote them with the intention of 
mailing them, but decided afterward not to 
do so. I do not consider them any addi- 
tional evidence of suicide. 

** At 12 o’clock last night I received a tel- 
egrom from Mrs. Cody’s father requesting 
me to have the Chicago Chief of Police wire 
the Portland Chief to render assistance 
in the search for Mrs. Cody fn the:latter 
city. Inspector Fitzpatrick kindly sent the 
desired telegram, and I have also wired in- 
fluential friends at Portland to assist in the 
search.”’

Street-Cleaning System. 

New York, Feb. 4.—[{Special.]—New York 
was visited by the first real snow-storm of 
the season yesterday afternoon, and for three 
hours the elements had it all their own way.

ANKLE DEEP WITH SLUSH. 


WEST MADISON STREET IN WORSE 
CONDITION THAN BEFORE. 


Business-Men Refrain from Shoveling 
Snow Back on the Cable Tracks Be- 
cause the Company Shows Signs of 

-Complying with the Demani to Re- 
move the Dirt—What Residents of 
the District Have to Say of Pro- 
posed Improvemewuts. 

Commendations of THE TRIBUNE’S work 

in furthering the campaign of business-men 
of the Twelfth Ward for the cleaning of 

West Madison street and the paving, light- 

ing, and other improvements needed in the 

great West Side thoroughfare are heard in 


_every store and shop along the entire length 


of the street. . 

While men in business along West Mad- 
ison street looked sorrowfully upon the huge 
piles of snow stretching as far as they could 
see along the sides of the street they thought 
of the good results which the beginning of 
their work had attained in getting men out 
80 quickly to begin cleaning the street, and 
the determination to further organize and 
begin an aggressive campaign for improve- 
ments was strengthened. 

The condition of the street yesterday was 
worse than it has beén before this season. 
Street car passengers were forced to step 
into snow-piles from two to four feet high 
and wade through them to get to the side- 
walks, which were ankle deep with slush 
and snow in many places. Threats had 
been made by the members of the improve- 
ment association if the snow was left piled 
up in front of their doors after the next 
snow-starm they would get out and shovel 
it back on the street car tracks, but prom- 
ises ofthe West Chicago Street rallway com- 
pany and a few signs of the practical ac- 
complishment of the cleaning had deferred 
the shoveling brigade from forming to ob- 
Struct traffic of the cable cars, whose track 
Sweepers-had left the huge piles of snow 
and filth in front of and almost upon their 
doorsteps. 


Few Places Cleared. 


Small as was the beginning of the work of 
carrying away the melting snow yesterday, 
it brought hope of better conditions. ‘The 
work proceeded slowly, and several firms 
sent their own employés out to clean the 
street.in front of their establishments. 
John M. Smyth and P. F. Ryan sent their 
men out Monday afternoon to begin the work 
and yesterday forenoon it was finished, and 
for a long time these were the only places 
on the street where even a glimpse of the 
pavements could be seen. Passageways to 
the street cars had been shoveled from the 
front doors of most of the stores through 
the drifts, large enough to permit people 
to walk single file from carriages or cars to 
the entrance to the store, but along the whole 
length of the street this was practically the 
only thing which had been accomplished, 
and at the western end of the street no at- 
tempts had been made at removing the snow 
and it lay in piles along the edge of the 
sidewalks, where the street sweepers of the 
West Chicago Street railway company had 
thrown it. 

Merchants along the street were inter- 
viewed in regard to the determination which 
had been expressed to shovel the snow back 
into the tracks, and the general opinion 
seemed to be it was too great a task, as the 
sweepers had swept it out of the way so 
quickly last year when the same tactics 
were employed such a method of attack was 
unavailing. THe TRIBUNE was looked upon 
as the champion of the people in obtaining 
a recognition of their rights. 

J. B. Parsons, Vice-President and General 
Manager of the West Chicago Street rail- 
road company, said in regard to the street 
cleaning question: *‘ We are getting at the 
work as fast as wecan. We are obliged to 
wait until the storm is over before begin- 
ning work, and then we take the business 
districts first and those streets most in need 
of cleaning. We have a number of men and 
Wagons out today and the work will be car- 
ried on as fast as is possible under the cir- 
cumstances. It is an immense task toclean 
the snow from our right of* way along a 
street like West Madison street, and an- 
other point, which is not generally recog- 
nized, is the fact that the people are not sat- 
isfied to have us clean up the snow from our 
sixteen feet right of way but they shovel the 
snow from the sidewalks and the rest of the 
sireet into the piles with the cleanings from 
our right of way, and then expect us to 
clean up the whole thing. We can hardly 
divide the mass of snow then, but are ex- 
pected by the residents to clean up the whole 
thing.”’

Julius Wiley, No. 1320 Washington 
boulevard—‘‘ The newspaper is the friend of 
the people and when it takes up a movement 
of this kind the work is half done. We are 
at a loss to know why so much money is 
spent in cleaning the streets of the down- 
town district, while a great street like West 
Madison, along which thousands of people 
live, aside from the large business interests, 
is neglected.’’ 

James Willson, No. 1462 West Madison 
street—‘ THE TRIBUNBE’S article on the West 
Side business-men’s movement was timely 
and pointed. We see our old friend does not 
confine itself to the small territory contined 
in the down-town district.

WHO CONTROLS STREET RAILWAYS? 


Mr. Dean’s Suit Expected to Decide the 
Question. 

The suit brought by N. C. Dean against 
the Chicago General railway company for 
damages for putting him off of one of its 
ears will raise the question whether the 
street car companies are under the control 
of the city or the State. Dean refused to 
pay six cents fare and Judge Goggin i8& ex- 
pected to decide whether the city or the 
State has the power to fix the rate of fare 
on street cars. 

On this point a prominent 
lawyer said yesterday: 

‘The assertion of the street railway com- 
panies ‘they have contracts with the city 
which permit them to charge a five-cent fare, 
and which cannot be changed without the 
consent of the companies till such contracts 
expire in 1903, seems somewhat in conflict 
with the Constitution, State laws, and Su- 
preme Court decisions. The Illinois Con- 
stitution says: ‘Railways heretofore con- 
structed, or that may hereafter be construct- 
ed, are declared to be public highways and 
shallgbe free to all persons for the trans- 
portation of their persons and property 
thereon under such regulations as may be 
prescribed by law.’ 

“In the case of the City of Chicago vs. 
Evans [24 Ill., 55] the Supreme Court con- 
strued the term ‘all railroad companies’ to 
‘embrace horse railways, as well as rail- 
roads whose cars are propelled by steam or 
other power. Another section gives the city 
the power to control the use, improvement, 
and repair of such street, alley, road, high- 
way, or public ground granted for the use 
of a railroad company to the same extent 
as if no such grant had been made, and to 
make all necessary police regulations con- 
cerning the management and operation of 
such railrcad, whether such right is reserved 
in the grant or.not.’’

ON THE VERGE OF A RIOT. 


EXCITING TUMULT IN THE LEGIS- 
LATURE OF KENTUCKY. 


Partisan Feeling Over the Senatorial 
Contest Runs High—Senator Bron- 
son Takes Exception to a Raling 
by the Lieutenant-Governor—Per- 
sonal Encounter Is Averted, but 
Bloodshed Is Feared—Both Sides 
Preparing for Trouble. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 4.—[Special.}]—Blood- 
shed may precede the election of a United 
States Senator from Kentucky. 

Party feeling is intense and resulted to- 
day in flerce words between Lieut.-Gov. 
Worthington, the Republican presiding of- 
ficer of the Joint Assembly, and Senator 
Charles J. Bronson of Lexington, a Black- 
burn leader. A personal encounter between 
the two men was averted, but the previous 
bad feeling between the rival parties has 
been so intensified by the incident grave 
trouble is feared. 

The Republicans declare that they will 
count the votes of four Republican Senators 
who are to be unseated by the Democrats. 
To frustrate this the Democrats are arrang- 
ing to appoint desperate men as Sergeants- 
at-Arms who will attempt to intimidate the 
Republicans. 


liow the Row Started. 

The row between Lieut.-Gov. Worthington 
and Senator Bronson was caused by the re- 
fusal of Worthington to recognize Repre- 
sentative Johns, a sound-money Democrat 
who wanted to change his vote to Black- 
burn. The Republicans regarded this as an 
attempt by the Blackburn faction to start 
a stampede of sound money votes to the 
silver Senator. So when in answer to the call 
of his name John H. Johns of Floyd arose 
and asked permission to change his-*vote 
to Blackburn the Lieutenant-Governor 
ruled him out of order. 

Bronson Gets Excited. 

In an instant Senator Bronson was on his 
feet, indulging in a fiery tirade at the pre- 
siding officer. He declared it usurpation to 
deny the right of speech to representatives 
who wanted to put on record the reason of 
their action. 

Worthington replied, excitedly, that 
member could intimidate the Chair. 

“Nor,” said the Lieutenant-Governor, 
“will such an attempt be tamely submit- 
ted to.”’ 

Bronson grew white with anger and rushed 
down the aisle calling for Worthington to 
come down on the floor of the House. 

Hisses from the Gallery. 

A storm of hisses burst from the gallery, 
and the members of both parties sprang to 
their feet shouting defiance at the other 
side. As Bronson heard the hisses from the 
gallery he shouted: 

“IT want him to come down and explain.” 

After the uproar had lasted for. several 
minutes partial order was _ restored. 
A brief conference of the two sides was hela 
and Johns was finally allowed to change his 
vote. 

The feeling after the episode this morning 
was intense. 

Trouble Likely on Thursday. 

It. is expected another outburst will oc- 
cur on Thursday when the House will re- 
ceive the report of the Election commy 
tees, The Republicars will unseat two 
Democratic House members—Kaufman and 
Tompkins. The Democratic Senate declares 
it will unseat four Republican Senators. 
Lieut.-Gov. Worthington declares there is 
no legal ground for the disqualifying of the 
Republicans, and accordingly will recognize 
them when the ballot is taken.

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OUR INTERESTS IN CUBA. 

The war in Cuba is causing great loss to 
many citizens of the United States, and 
means increased expense to nearly all the 
population of our country. Disaster and 
desolation reign throughout the island. 
The crops of sugar and tobacco have been 
ruined. The planters have lost the value 
of the crops, and American merchants are 
losing the money advanced by them. The 
case in regard to tobacco already has been 
stated in THE TRriBuNge, and the condition 
of the sugar interests is fully as bad if not 
worse. The people of the United States 
consume about two million tons, or 4.100 
million pounds, of raw sugar per year, fully 
one-half of whicly comes from Cuba. In 
fact, our refiners have taken 95 per cent of 
the Cuban yield, constituting 60 per cent 
of all our sugar imports. Hence it hardly 
can be wondered at that the leading New 
York house in the Cuban trade failed a few 
days ago, or that the price of sugar to the 
American consumer has been advanced 
half cent per pound, with the prospect of a 
further rise in quotations. 

Thus our people have a direct interest in 
the stryggle of the Cubans for independ- 
ence. They also are interested in the out- 
come of the conflict apart from mere sym- 
pathy with the men who are fighting that 
they may be free. Cuba is of great im- 
portance to the United States, and both ex- 
ports and imports would be greatly in- 
creased if Cuba were free to trade with us 
under no check or restraint from Spin. 
The following shows the values of our trade 
with Cuba in the last three fiscal years:

These figures show that our exports to 
Cuba are very much less than our imports 
from that country, that both have fallen off 
since the cancellation of the reciprocity 
policy of the Harrison administration, the 
percentage of decrease being greater in the 
exports than in.the imports, and that the 
decrease is very great since the outbreak of 
the war. The statistics for the last six 
months of 1895, being the first. half of the 
current fiscal year, would exhibit a still 
greater decadence. For each of the years 
named in the table, as for many preceding 
ones, we have taken from Cuba a great an- 
nual valuation of goods, mostly sugar and 
tobacco, with smaller amonnts in fruits, 
ore, hides, etc., sent to that country lesser

Gomez and Maceo, and of 
these two the former occupies the most 
prominent position by reason of the *ex- 
traordinary qualities he has shown as a sol- 
dier. It adds a mournful interest to his 
career that he is reported to be far gone in 
consumption, and as he is well along in 
years, it is more than likely that he has 
nearly finished his life work. He is nota 
native Cuban, but a Dominican of Spanish 
stock, who has demonstrated that his whole 
heart is with free Cuba. No Cuban can 
rival him in his hatred of Spain or in his 
determination to aid the Cubans in their 
effort to throw off “ the yoke of their eter- 
nal oppressor,” as he himself expressed it 


in his pronunciamento of last December,

In all the materials which go to 
the support and success of an army he has 
been seriously embarrassed. And yet he 
has held Spain, with its well-appointed 
army, oufnumbering his little band nearly

With a large force of troops, infantry, cav- 
alry, and artillery, and with numerous im- 
provised fortifications, he made a_ wall 
across the island which was considered im- 
pregnable. Thus having separated Gomez 
and Maceo, his plan was to attack them in 
detail with overwhelming numbers, the im- 
passable wall meanwhile preventing them 
from joining each other. To the astonish- 
ment of Gen. Marin, however, Gomez broke 
through the wall and joined Maceo. Marin 
was as cleverly outwitted as ever was Cam- 
pos. There are reports of a battle, both 
sides claiming victory. It is evident from 
this at least that Gomez has made his es- 
cape from a superior force and is seeking 
some new vantage ground. 

Gen. Marin is no more likely to end the 
war by forcing Gomez into a general en- 
gagement than was Gen. Campos. Nor 
will Gen. Weyler when he arrives be more 
likely to succeed than Gen. Marin. On the 
other hand, if he inaugurates a campaign of 
savagery and general butchery, such as he 
has threatened, Spain will be likely to hear 
from this country, as perhaps a general 
massacre of men, women, and children 
nmong the insurgents might incite this 
dawdling Congress to do something for 
Cuba. 


SENATOR CAMERON’S MISCONDUCT. 

~ It is unfortunate for some reasons that 
the practice of instructing Senators has gone 
out of vogue. Half a century and more ago 
it was customary for a State Legislature 
to tell its Senators how it wanted them to 
vote on a particular question.

EXPERT TESTIMONY AS TO NATIONAL 
DEFENSE. 

Admiral Jouett, Capt. Mahan, Admiral 
Gherardi, and Commodore Sicard have al- 
ready been quoted as urging upon the gov- 
ernment the necessity of increasing the 
means of national defense by building more 
battleships and vessels of the Puritan type, 
and they have laid special stress upon the 
absolute necessity of land defenses in the 
way of fortifications and long range, 
high power guns for the protection of our 
seacoast cities from the assaults of an 
enemy’s fleet, to which they are now ex- 
posed with no means of resistance. To 
these four eminent naval authorities the 
General of the Army has added his testi- 
mony to a similar effect, urging upon the 
government the expenditure of at least 
$100,000,000 in perfecting the system of 
national defense. 

Reinforcing the opinions of these eminent 
authorities Admiral Walker has made an 
exhaustive statement before the Commit- 
tee on Coast Defenses. He urges a thor- 
oughly effective naval force, but he lays 
more stress upon the necessity of land de- 
fenses. He would have the latter perfected 
“as a means of protection to the country, 
by leaving the navy free to operate outside 
and affording safe places of refuge in case 
of the naval forces being overmatched by a 
superior fleet of an enemy, also to afford 
the means of repairing damages and ob- 
taining suppliés and coal under the shelter 
and protection of the forts.” Admiral 
Walker further stated that “ under present 
@nditions it would be impossible for the

The tab- 
lets were quite unaltered. The trouble its at- 
tributed to compression of the salol in the tablet 
form, instead of administering it—as should be 
done with all insoluble or difficultly soluble reme- 
dies—in a finely divided state.

A dry goods firm has secured a lodgement in 
upper Fifth avenue in the Baudoine maffsion, at 
the corner of Fifty-fifth street, New York, and 
by next October will be in full swing there in the 
heart of the most aristocratic quarter and under 
the shadow of the most palatial residences in the 
city. It is not to be expected that the invasion of 
trade in that region will cease with the establish- 
ment of a single bazaar; others are sure to follow 
in rapid succession, as they have done further 
down the avenue and in all the fashionable resi- 
dential quarters of the city from the beginning 
till trade usurps the entire thoroughfare to the 
borders of the park, taking in all the great and 
costly mansions which in the last quarter of a 
century have been erected there.

Army Regulations Need Revision. 

The revised army regulations have just be- 
gun to come from the printer to be distributed, 
and now comes a clamor from a large number uf 
officers for a revision of the ‘‘ Laws for the Better 
Government of the Army,” or, as they are more 
familiarly known, the ‘* Articles of War.’’ That 
the code of laws for the army is not up to date 
has been contended for a long time.

If the 
motion for a new trial is refused Mr. Forrest 
will take the matter to the Supreme Court, 
the Court of Appeals having no jurisdiction 
over criminal matters. 

The jury reached an agreement at 10 o’clock 
on Monday night. It took eleven ballots 
and spent the first four hours in discussing 
the technical features of the case. There 
were four jurors who believed the proof 
failed to show a clear mailing of the news- 
papers. They were won over to the major!i- 
ty aud then a vote was taken on the obscene 
character of the publication and the verdict 
was unanimous. 

The punishment under the statutes for the 
sending of obscene matter through the mails 
is from one month to ten years’ imprison- 
ment and from $25 to $1,000 fine in each 
count of the indictment. There were five 
counts tried in the Dunlop indictment. 

Judge Grosscup’s instructions to the jury 
were as follows: 

“ The question of fact for the jury to deter- 
mine is whether the defendant, beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt, did cause to be deposited in 


matter. A reasonable doubt is not a mere 
doubt. It is a doubt for which you can give 
some reason. This raises two inquiries: Did 
these papers pass through the mail and did 
the defendant deposit them in the mail? No 
witness saw these particular papers in the 
postoffice, but you are at liberty to consider 


right to assume it.

CHARGES A CONSPIRACY TO ROB. 


Mrs. Spalding Sues the Pullman Com- 
pany for $100,000 Damages. 

A suit was begun in the Superior Court 
yesterday against the Pullman Palace Car 
company and the Denver and Rio Grande 
railway company for $100,000 damages for 
alleged false arrest and imprisonment. The 
plaintiff is Lydia Spalding, and the arrest 
complained of was madein June last. Mrs. 
Spalding is a hotelkeeper in San Francisco, 
and in June last she bought a ticket over 
the Denver and Rio Grande from San Fran- 
cisco to Denver, and a ticket from the lat- 
ter city to New York, whence she was to sail 
for Europe.

LABOR LEADERS START A MOVE-

Chicage Journeymen Plumbers An- 
nounce Their Determination to 
Work for the Establishment of a 
New Department in the Federal 
Government to Look After the In- 
terests of American Industries — 
Scope of the Plan. 


An agitation for the appointment of a 
Cabinet Minister specially charged with the 
care of the interests of American industry 
has begun in Chicago labor circles under 
circumstances which indicate the project is 
likely to be taken up energetically by trade 
unionists. ; 

The first action was taken Monday night 
at the meeting of the Chicago Journeymen 
Plumbers at their headquarters, No. 199 
Randolph street. This union is just now 
taking a leading part in the affairs of or- 
ganized labor, having started.the Frank 
Lawler memorial monument, the General 
committee of which meets at its headquar- 
ters on Sundays. Henry C. Negley, Presi- 
dent of the Plumbers’ Union, introduced a 
resolution declaring the need of protecting 
American industries by securing the home 
market of the native producer. For the ade- 
quate protection of American industry, the 
resolution says, a special Department of 
Industry should be established, whose chief, 
like the head of the Department of Agricult- 
ure, should be a member of the President's 
Cabinet. 

Mr. Negley said, while it was desirable to 
export to foreign markets all the products 
of Amcrica except moncy, the main deside- 
ratum from the point of view of a good citi- 
zen wa3 the home market should be secured 
alike to the industrial and the agricultural 
producer.

Rollinger is 32 years old and a carpenter, 
with a small shop at No. 94 West Erie 
street. Belwo is 43 years old, married, anda 
teamster. Rollinger, after shooting Belwo, 
walked into his house, where he was soon 
afterward arrested. The Rollingers live in 
the rear part of the house, No. 201 Mohawk 
street. Last Sunday night Rollinger is said 


' to have upbraided his wife for her relations 


with Mueller, and told her he would kill the 
man. 

Rollinger returned to his home early yes- 
terday morning, after being out all night. 
He had disguised himself by putting on 
woman’s attire, and when arrested had ona 
dress belonging to his wife and a shawl over 
his head. He waited outside the house for 
Mueller to appear. Instead Belwo came out 
to go to work. In the gloom of the early 
morning Rollinger mistook Belwo for Muel- 
ler and shot him. Mrs. Rollinger, who is 26 
years old, declares her husband’s accusa- 
tion groundless. Rollinger was held by the 
Coroner's jury. 


CAUSE SILVERTHORNE’S ARREST. 


Creditors Declare They Were Misled 
as to His Standing. 

Judge Clifford of the Circuit Court has or- 
dered the issuance of capiases against Albert 
IE. Silverthorne, the lumber dealer, and has 
fixed the amount of bail, upon his arrest, at 
$34,000. The capiases were issued upon the 
application of Duncan, Brewer & Co. of 
Duluth, Minn., and the Shores Lumber com- 
pany of Ashland, Wis., creditors of the Sil- 
yerthorne company, who have begun suit to 
recover damages for alleged deceit on the 
part of Silverthorne as to his financial stand- 
ing in September last, when he sought to 
buy lumber of them. 

The Shores Lumber company sent large 
amounts of lumber to Silverthorne to be 
shipped to Tonawanda, N. Y. The value of 
the lumber thus sold is placed at $12,325, 
which was never paid. The amount which 
Duncan, Brewer & Co. claim is $11,082, which 
it is alleged is for lumber furnished Silver- 
thorne on his report to 2 commercial agency 
his assets were $165,000 and liabilities 
$39,274. 

Silverthorne was arrested yesterday after- 
noon by a Deputy Sheriff, but before he was 
taken to the jail a writ of habeas corpus 
for his release was applied for in the Su- 
perior Court. The writ was issued by Judge 
Chetlain, who set the hearing for Feb. 11, 
and the prisoner was released on $25,000 
bail.

ACADEMY THE SECOND DAY. 


Fair “Co-eds” Remain Disconsolate, 
but Hope, Perhaps, Stern Parents 
Will Soon Send the Impulsive Boys 
Back Again-—List of the Late De- 
partures—Principal Smith Talks 
Over the Situation—Attitude of the 
Faculty—Terms of Reinstatement. 

Student Cornelius Bettin sat alone at the 
big table in the east end of the dining-room 
of the Lake Forest Academy dormitory last 
night. 

Student Bettin was sad. Not because 
there was not plenty to eat. There was 
enough ham and eggs and mush and tea 
to feed ten men. But Student Bettin was 
only one. The other nine were among those 
present at the Northwestern depot on Mon- 
day night, when twenty-four students de- 
serted the academy in a body becausé of the 
suspension of four of their number. 

Some of the boys who were left behind 
remained only because it costs money to ride 
on the cars. So, as fast as they could realize 
on their belongings or borrow money, they 
went away, and every toot of a passenger

In all, nineteen of the twenty-nine students 
who lived in the dormitories have gone.

Forty-five students, 
or almost two-thirds of the entire number, 
were still in school, but twenty of these 
were boys living in the town, | 

Up on the second floor is the little book- 
store run by Student Henderson, who was 
the spokesman of the delegation which de- 
parted on Monday. On the wall wasa notice 
he had written out before the trouble arose, 
notifying the students that ‘‘ no more books 
will ‘be sold on credit.’’ Some one had 
fastened a piece of crape to the last handi- 
work of the departed Henderson and it 
fluttered dismally in the draft. 

Principal Smith is not worried at the un- 
ceremonious departure of the students. 


‘*T have written letters to the parents of all { 


the boys who went away,” he said, ** stating 
the position of the faculty in this matter. 
The boys acted impulsively, as boys will, 
and the faculty at a meeting last night de- 
cided not to be severe on those who wish to 
return. All we will ask will be an apology 
and sufficient proof of a disposition to be 
obedient in the future. 

“In regard to the boys suspended no spe- 
cial dispensation will be given. The faculty 
is confident it is in the right in this mat- 
ter, and will adhere to its position. Several 
boys left us today, but six of these went 
with my permission. They wished to go 
home and consult with their parents in re- 
gard to their continuing in school, and I 
let them go.”’ 

Prof. Meyer, instructor in Latin and 
Greek, said: ‘** The students who have gone 
were so scattered throughout the student 
body their absence makes no appreciable dif- 
ference. in the size of any of the classes.”’

The report of the 
Finance committee was made as the result 
of an unholy alliance between Senator Jones 
of Nevada, the so-called Populist, who has 
been holding out in the interest of the sugar 
tariff, and the six Democratic Senators, who 
were willing to vote for anything to kill off 

venue tariff idea. 

ge silver Republicans in the Senate are 
furious at this trick, and from the way they 
talk it is evident that ary future attempt to 
consolidate the silver vote of the Senate 
will be out of the question. The six Demo- 
crats on the Finance committee are ali 
silver men, but their Republican colleagues 
gharge that they have debased the cause of 
silver to secure a partisan advantage. The 
silver Republi@an Senators say that this 
trick of the Democrats absolves them from 
all obligations to vote for silver. 

They have just passed one free coinage 
measure, and do not propose to pass all the 
rest of the session piling up one free silver 
bill on top of another without the slightest 
chance of any of them bécoming a law. Be- 
fore this tricky procedure serious doubts 
were entertained about the attitude ofa few 
of the Western Republicans towards the 
tariff bill, but now they have seen five Dem- 
ocrats are willing to use the silver issue 
to beat the tariff bill they will them#lves 
line up for the measure and vote down any 
silver amendment offered in the Senate. 


To Divide Silver and Tariff. 

Under the rules it will be a comparatively 
easy matter to divide the silver and the 
tariff issues completely, and this is what the 
Republicans propose todo. They have said 
all along that they did not care how the 
tariff measure was acted upon by the com- 
mittee provided it was brought before the 


Senate in some shape. 

With forty-four votes, the Republicans 
need to secure but one of the Populists to 
pass the tariff bill just as it came from the 
House, and they express the belief that the 
extra vote will be secured. They were more 
fearful of the defection of some of the silver 
men in their own ranks, and yet interviews 
today with the Republican Senators from the 
Far West show that they feel that they have 
done their duty by silver by voting for the 
first measure and that their constituents 
would not back them up if they killed off the 
tariff bill. 

It is the general opinion therefore that the 
Democrats have overreached themselves, 
and in endeavoring to embarrass the tariff 
bill have only succeeded in solidifying the 
Republican vote, which otherwise might 
have divided. The silver men on the Re- 
publican side have no objection to voting for 


free coinage once a day regularly from now 4 


on, but the, difficulty about the snap game 
played by the Democrats, with the assist- 
ance of Nevada Jones, today is that if the 
silver men should vote for the free coinage 
substitute they would by that act prevent 
a vote on the tariff bill absolutely. 


Issue Sharply Drawn. 


The issue is thus sharply drawn, and the 
silver Republicans almost unanimously de- 
clare that they will vote against the coinage 
scheme, in order to get a chance to go on rec- 
ord for the tariff bill. This is especially 
true of the Senators from the Western 
States where sheep-breeding has grown to 
large proportions. There is more money in 
wool than in silver, even, and the Senators 
from Montana, Idaho, Washington, Cali- 
fornia, Wyoming, and other States see that 
they would lose more in preventing a bill 
putting wool back on the dutiable list than 
they could possibly gain by a series of catch- 
penny votes for free coinage. 

The substitute agreed to is in the exact 
words of the silver substitute for the bond 
hill, which passed the Senate on Saturday. 
It provides for the free coinage of silver at 
t:e ratio of 16 to 1; directs the immediate 
coinage into standard dollars of the silver 
scigniorage in the Treasury accumulated by 
the purchases under the Sherman act; pro- 
hibits the issuance of national bank notes 
of a smaller denomination than $10; and 
directs the Secretary of the Treasury to 
redeem greenbacks and Treasury notes in 
either gold or silver exclusively, at the op- 
tion of the Secretary, and to reissue green- 
backs. ; 
Appears in the Senatc. 


After the Senate disposed of its routine 
business this morning Mr. Morrill, Chair- 
man of the Finance committee, secured 
recognition to report back the tariff bill. He 
read in somewhat tremulous voice the orig: 
inal title, and then the new title as reported, 
**An act to provide for the free coinage of 
silver,’’ etc. Mr. Morrill smiled as he added. 
“it am disposed in representing this to add 
the conclusion of the official proceedings 
in Massachusetts, ‘and may Ged save the 
Commonwealth.’ I was not in favor of the 
action taken by the Committee on Finance, 
but now that the bill is here I will endeavor 
to call it up tomorrow.” 

There had been much confusion through 

_ the chamber, but there was a hush as Mr. 
Morrill proceeded, and a general laugh at his 
connection of the Massachusetts invocation 
and the free silver cause. 

Mr. Quay had remained standing while 
Mr. Morrill spoke and‘at once followed 
with a motion to recommit the bill and sub- 
stitute back to the Finance committee with 
instructions to report the original bill and 
amendment separately. Mr. Quay made the 
motion with evident feeling, each word 
snapping out with emphasis. 

Mr. Hill called attention to the fact that 
the motion was irregular during the morn- 
ing hours, and the presiding officer sustained 
the point. 

“ Then,” said Mr. Quay, “ I ask unanimous 
consent that this bill be referred back with 
instructions.”’ 

“I object at this time,” interposed Mr.

Quay’s Motion in Doubt. 


Although the result of the final vote on the 
silver substitute to the tariff bill is in a 
great deal of doubt, there seems to be a 

~ general opinion that the resolution of Sena- 
tor Quay will be defeated, as it is asserted 
that the Democrats and Populists will unite 
against it. If this is true the motion. cannot 
carry and the contest will come directly upon 
the substitute. Some sound money Demo- 
crats are inclined to support the Quay mo- 
tion, but most of them take the position that 
they should vote against the motion asa 
means of killing the tariff bill.

BARTHOLDT BILL NOT A SUCCESS. 
House Committee Expected to Report 

Adversely After Argument. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[{Special.]— 
There w@s a lively session of the House 


“Committee on Commerce today, the subject 


being the bill introduced by Mr. Bartholdt 
of St. Louis providing for the appointment 
of a commission for the investigation of the 
pollution of water supplies where such pollu- 
tion affects or threatens to affect the sani- 
tary condition of the people of more than one 
State. In bringing up his bill Mr. Bartholdt 
attempted to show that it was not aimed 
specially at the Chicago drainage canal, 
but the general character of the measure 
was too well known to permit of any doubt 
on the subject, in spite of his declaration. 

He wants a commision of three members 
appointed by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate, each of the commission re- 
ceiving a compensation of $10 a day and 
‘“‘reasonable ’ «expenses. Under the provis- 
fons of the bill the commission would meet 
in Washington within thirty days after the 
passage of the act, and it is granted the 
authority to make usc of the services of 
chemical, bacteriological, and sanitary ex- 
perts, and of any other persons who claim 
or appear to know anything on the subject. 

Special provision is also made that the 
commission should report to Congress at 
its next session the progress made in the 
investigation, and at the same time should 
suggest such measure as shall deem desira- 
ble with a view to remedying any insanitary 
conditions. The vast powers given the com- 
mission and the fact that it is made a con- 
tinuous body sitting for an indefinite length 
of time and not reporting until the next ses- 
sion of Congress were such manifest ele- 
ments of weakness in the bill that Repre- 
sentative Aldrich of Chicago was able to 
attack it successfully before the committee, 
and he believes it will be reported adversely. 

Some members of the committee who were 
talked with make the point against the Bar- 
tholdt bill that it apparently seeks to use 
Congress as a court, which will be asked 
later on to issue an injunction against the 
completion of the Chicago drainage canal. 
It was pointed out that, as the canal is not 
yet built, and as the dilution of the sewage 
has not yet been attempted, it would be 
manifestly impossible for the commission to 
report any facts whatever at the next ses- 
sion of Congress, and at the best they could 
only theorize upon what would probably be 
the case if the canal were put in operation. 

Dr. Walter Wyman, the supervising Sur- 
geon-General of the marine hospital service, 
appeared before the committee and gave a 
number of facts and figures in regard to the 
evil effects resulting from the pollution of 
the water supply of cities by sewage, es- 
pecially in connection with the propagation 
of typhoid and similar fevers. Dr. Wyman’s 
remarks were cited by the opponents of the 
drainage canal as a black eye for the big 
ditch, but it was shown by Mr. Aldrich and 
others that he spoke only in general terms, 
and had no data at hand to show whether 
the water in the Illinois River would be af- 
fected by the Chicago sewage after being 
thoroughly diluted by a copious supply of 
lake water in addition to the contents of the 
large tributaries of the Illinois, like the 
Kankakee, which comes in below the pos- 
sible source of pollution. 

Mr. Aldrich made the point that the local 
Roards of Health along the river had full 
euthority to deal with the matter, and that 
if the health of their communities was be- 
ing endangered they could undoubtedly pro- 
tect themselves by an appeal to the courts. 
It is stated that there is absolutely no pre- 
cedent for the attempt made by Mr. Bar- 
tholdt to create an expensive commission 
for the investigatfon of possible danger 
which cannot occur until sometime in the 
future, when the canal ts finished, and for 
this reason it is believed his bill will be re- 
ported adversely or pigeon-holed by the com- 
mittee. 


MONEY COMING FOR COAST DEFENSES 


New Gold in the Treasury Will Make 
About $60,000,000 Available. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[{Special.J— 
Though there are before both the Senate and 
Hiouse scores of bills designed to increase 
the fighting strength of the army and navy 
and to afford a comprehensive system of 
coast defenses, the number of men in Con- 
gress who have an adequate idea of the 
defenseless condition of ocean and lake 
ceasts of the United States appears to be 
surprisingly small. There are, however, a 
few wise men who are seriously considering. 
means for defending the coasts by heavy 
guns as well as by battleships and monitors. 

The cry in Congress so far has been that 
there was no money with which to pay for 
any large system of defensive works and 
the silver men in the Senate would prevent 
any issue of bonds, no matter how worthy 
and no matter how good the object. The 
friends of coast defense in the House have 
therefore been turning theif attention to the 
current Treasury statements and they feel 
encouraged at the outlook. 

The available cash balance in the Treas- 
ury today, according to the official state- 
ment, was $171,388,755, of which $48,964,403 
was in the gold reserve and not available for 
governmental expenses. The Treasury has, 
however, now on hand outside of the gold re- 
serve over $120,000,000 in round numbers. 
When the subscriptions to the,new loan are 
all received the gold reserve will be upwards 
of $160,000,000. From this time on more or 
less gold exports may be expected, but this 
will only add to the currency balance avail- 
able for current expenditures. 

The Treasury can stand a drain of about 
$60,000,000 in gold before the reserve is re- 
duced down to the normal, and these $60,- 
000,000, it is argued, can as well bé devote 
to battleships and the construction of heavy 
guns for line defenses as to be lying in the 
Treasury. 

There are in Congress enough prudent 
men who believe that the country should 
have some assurance against foreign attack 
to call attention to the pressing necessity 
of coast defenses, and they will make a 
determined effort to reap some benefit out 
of the withdrawal of gold from the Treasury 
by devoting the greenbacks th redeemed 
to the work of defending the xreat com- 
mercial seaboard cities. The Republican 
leaders in the House have been making suc- 
cessful efforts to keep the ordinary appro- 


view of this fact and the prospective large 
cash balance in the Treasury the prospects 
appear to be better for the improvement of 
the military and naval forces than has 
hitherto been the case. 

MR. BAYARD IS TO BE CENSURED. 
House Will Take Up His Objectionable 

Speeches in a Few Days. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—(Special.J— 
There is to be a lively debate in the House 
as soon as the free coinage bill is disposed of, 
which will be in a few days, on the resolu- 
tions to censure Ambassador Bayard: In 
spite of the opposition of one or two con- 
servative members of the Foreign Affairs 
committee it is likely the resolutions as 
finally reported will be a stinging rebuke to 
Mr. Bayard, and at the same time will lay 
down a much-needed code of ethics for the 
guidance of American diplomatic repre- 
sentatives abroad. 

An attempt has already been made by the 
Democrats to create the impression that the 
resolutions of censure afe the result of pure- 
‘ly partisan spite, but a number of the Re- 
publican orators will turn their attention to 
this point in particular. 

They will show that in all probability, if 
the remarks made by Mr. Bayard ridiculing 
and maligning his own country had come 
from a Republican the Democrats wou!d 
have been the first to make a row about it 
and would not have been content with res- 
olutions of censure. The Republicans who 
will take part in the debate will take the 
ground that Mr. Bayard’s speeches at Edin-

It is in good shape financially as 
well as in numerical strength. 

While the sessions are conducted behind 
closed doors and the delegates are instruct- 
ed to maintain secrecy, many of the dele- 
gates are known to favor joining forces in 
the coming election with an independent 
party made up of silverites and Populists. 
They say the farmers of the country should 
vote so as best to support the principles of 
the Alliance, with government issue of cur- 
rency the ‘** keystone of the faith,’’ and free 
Silver next. The session this morning was 
mainly preliminary. 

After the usual committee appointments 
an invitation was presented from the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency to ap- 
pear before that body and confer with its 
members, probably tomorrow. This was ac- 
cepted and the following appointed: J. F. 
Willetts, Kansas; H. L. Loucks, South Da- 
kota; Mann Page, Virginia; C. R. White, 
New York; and E. M. Wardall, California. 

A business session was held this afternoon 
at which the annual address of the President 
and the report of Secretary-Treasurer 
Duncan were read. The election of officers 
will occur tomorrow. 

The following States are represented by 
delegates: Alabama, Arkansas, California, 
Colorado, Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
North Carolina, New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, South Carolina, Texas, West 
Virginia, Virginia, and South Dakota. 


FOR MRS. GRESHAM AND MRS. EWING 
Pensions Recommended for the Wid- 
ows of Brave Generals. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[Special.]— 
Senator Palmer from the Comunittee on 
Military Affairs this afternoon reported 
favorably the bill granting a pension to 
Mrs, Walter Q. Gresham, the widow of the 
late Secretary of State, but cutting down 
the amount from $200 to $100 per month. 

The report is simple but strong in its terms 
and gives a straightforward history of Gen. 
Gresham's military career from the time he 
entered the army in 1861 as Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel of the Thirty-eight Indiana Infantry and 
his subsequentappointment as Colonel of the 
Fifty-third Indiana down to the time when 
he was severely wounded July 20, 1804, while 
in eer of a division as Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. 


Secretary Gresham's death was undoubted- 
ly contributed to by his old wound, which 
reopened during his illness and added to the 
serious complications from which he was 
suffering. The bill will undoubtedly pass 
the Senate and the amount may be in- 
creased. 

A pension of similar amount for the widow 
of the late Gen. Thomas Ewing was also 
reported favorably. é' 


TO REFORM SENATE PROCEDURE. 
Appropriation Bills May Be Distrib- 
uted Among Various Committees. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—In the Senate 
today a sharp contest occurred at 2 o’clock 
between the Senators favorable to advancing 
the appropriation bills and those desiring to 
take up general legisiation. The latter ele- 
ment prevailed in two test votes, and the 
right of way was secured by the resolution 
of Mr. Dubois of Idaho to reform the method 
of considering appropriation bills by dis- 
tributing them among the several commit- 
tees. This was strenuously resisted by the 
friends of the Apropriations committee, who 
contended the change was revolutionary 
and designed to dismantle the committee. 
The final vote was not reached, but it was 
evident from the debate and _ incidental 
votes that a majority favored the change. 


HENRY IVES COBB MAY BE THE MAN. 


Probability That He Waéll Be the New 
Postofiice Architect. 
Washington, D. C., Beb. 4.—[Special.]—It 
is understood at the Treasury Department 
that an appointmient of an architect for the 
Chicago building will soon be made. There 
has been an increase in the list of applicants 
since the appropriation of $25,000 was made, 
and Secretary Carlisle will now be able to 
offer enough compensation to secure the 
services of a first-class architect. It is hint- 
ed rather strongly at the department that 
last fall Henry Ives Cobb would have been 
appointed if there had been money enough 
available to make it worth his while, and it 
is understood that he is still in the lead, and 
is more than likely to receive the appoint- 

ment within a short time. 


GIVEN A CHANCE FOR WEST POINT. 


Congressman White Has an Appoint- 
ment at His Disposal. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[Special.]— 
Representative George E. White of the Fifth 
District, Chicago, is the first one of the dele- 
gation to secure a plum in the way of the 
appointment of a cadet to the Military 
Academy at West Point. His predecessor, 
Representative Durborow, appointed a cadet 
who failed to pass the annual examination 
and thus created a vacancy from the Fifth 
District. Mr. White has no candidate in 
view, and is willing to receive suggestions 
from his constituents by mail or otherwise. 
The young fellow appointed must report for 
examination at Fort Sheridan March 38, and 
so there is but little time to be lost in mak- 
ing the selection. 


To Investigate Contempt of Court.

READY TO DO HARD WORK 


MEETING OF RIVER AND HARBOR 
IMPROVEMENT COMMITTEE. 


Appoints an Executive Body to Be All- 
Powerful in the Affairs of the As- 
sociation—George J. Brines Made 
Chairman—Prospects of a Govern- 
ment Appropriatiaqn —- George E. 
Adams to Push the Matter Before 
Congress—Statistics Presented. 


The general committee of the River and 
Harbor Improvement Association, organized 
for the purpose of securing the improvement 
of the Chicago River, held a special meeting 
yesterday afternoon in the office of Com- 
missioner Kent to hear the report of the 
committee on Congressional action and to 
more definitely arrange for the execution of 


plans for procuring aid from the govern- 
ment. 


The meeting was called because of the re- 
turn of Drainage Trustee B. A. Eckhart 
from Washington with the news the mem- 
bers of Congress are disposed to favor the 
proposed improvement and the appropria- 
tion by the government. The amount which 
it is hoped may be obtained is variously 
Stated at from $75,000 to $1,000,000. 

Murry Nelson presided, and, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Congressional Action, 
reported the first thing to be done is to catch 
the Illinols Congressmen on their way from 
Washington to the Republican convention. 
He also announced the committee had ob- 
tained the services of George E. Adams to 
push: the’matter of the appropriation before 
Congress. Mr. Nelson then said: 

“ The recommendation of the committee is 
that we get to work at once and for our first 
move appoint an Executive committee. 
Which shall be all powerful in the affairs of 
the whole committee. It shall elect a Pres- 
ident, Secretary, and Treasurer, and shall 
raise funds for the work and disburse them.” 

The chair appointed a Nominating com- 
mittee, which returned the names of the 
following Executive committee: 


B. A. Eckhart, Rollin O. Keyes, 

T. T. Morford, George Merriweather, 
L. O. Goddard, George J. Brines, 
Rollin O. Kees, 


The report was accepted and the commit- 
tee was authorized to elect its own officers 
and to fill vacancies. The Executive commit- 
tee will have its office with the Citizens’ 
Association, No. 94 La Salle street. 

Mr. Brines was declared Temporary Chalir- 
man of the Executive committee, and will 
shortly call a meeting. 

The committee was given power to repre- 
sent the association in its work, to presenta 
memorial to Congress, to employ the neces- 
Sary assistance, and to strengthen the asso- 
ciation by adding new members. The General 
committee will hereafter meet at the call of 
the Chair. 

Capt. Keith presented statistics of the 
money received by Chicago and other places 
from the government for harbor improve- 
ment. He said since 1833 Chicago had re- 
ceived only $2,256,005, and South Chicago 
only $812,000 for harbor tmprovement from 
the government. The State of Illinois has re- 
ceived only $6,171,555 during that time. Gal- 
veston, Tex., has alone received Yor harbor 
improvement $6,164,000. Texas has, since 
1541, received one-third more from the gov- 
ernment than has Illinois since 1833. 


WALTER SCOTT SCHOOL WILL OPEN. 


Pupils Will Be Secured from Different 
Places to Fill It. 

The new Walter Scott School, Hope avenue 
and Sixty-fourth street, of which J. W. Akers 
of Des Moines, Ia., was elected Principal, 
will open out on Monday morning. The open- 
ing has been delayed until now for want of 
new desks, but it has been decided to equip 
it with old desks rather than wait any 
longer. 

This is the school the necessity for which 
has been strongly questioned. It has been 
charged this new building was erected at the 
behest of certain real estate speculators, 
when other localities demanded school build- 
ings where the schools were in rented quar- 
ters. The new school is between the Wood- 
lawn School and Jackson Park, and 
within two blocks of the park. It has been 
found impossible to secure pupils in the 
It contains 
fifteen rooms, which would accommodate 750 
pupils. But the school will open with only 
350 grammar and primary pupJs, and all 
these have to be taken from the Woodlawn 
School, which will have four empty rooms. 

To partly fill the rest of the school build- 
ing 225 pupils of the Hyde Park High School 
will be moved to the top floor. There will 
then be only two or three rooms empty. 


NO EVIDENCE OF THEFT OF WATER. 


Supt. Craig Reports on the Carey Ice 
Matter. 

Supt. Craig of the Water Department yes- 
terday reported to Commissioner Kent that 
so far as he had been able to ascertain ex- 
Ald. Carey had not been stealing water from 
the city, as has been alleged. Hesaid so far 
as he knew there had been only one crop of 
ice cut from the pond, which was used for 
refrigerating purposes only. The water in 
the pond was apparently, he reported, from 
the meter of Hayt & Alsip and surface and 
rain water. The adjoining fireplugs had ap- 
parently not beentapped. The bill for water 
owed by Carey to Hayt & Alsip, Mr. Craig’ 
said, would cover the amount of city water 
used by him. Commissioner Kent said noth- 
ing further will be done in the matter. 


TALK ‘ABOUT THE FAR CROSSING. 


Street Railway Men Discuss a Return 
to the Old Plan, 

Ald. Hepburn’s ordinance advocating a 
return to the old system of stopping cars at 
the farther crossing, introduced into the 
City Council at the last session, is backed 
by many influential citizens of his ward as 
well as all over the city. Officials of the 
street car companies co not relish the idea 
of a change to the old plan. They say the 
number of accidents has been materially 
lessened. 

Supt. M. K. Bowen of the Chicago City 
railway company has made a careful study 
of the effects to street car traffic caused by 
the changed stopping places of thecars. He 
put himself on record as opposed to the new 
ordinance as follows: 

“I think it would be unwise to change 
back to the old order of things, until after 
the summer’s experience. On the electric 
lines it has proved a great success. The 


‘main complaint is with regard to the cable 


lines, where long trains are run and 
passengers have to walk through the mud 
to board the cars. If the experiment is con- 
tinued through the year it will turn out that 
in the long run people will have to walk no 
further through the mud under the present 
system than under the old style. In winter 
the passengers ride in the rear closed cars, 
and have to walk back some distance from 
the crosswalk, in sunimer they ride in the 
grip and first open car as much as possible 
and will then gain what they lose now. And 
after all the length of a grip car is only 
twenty-two feet. 

“ The change to the present order of stop- 
ping has undoubtedly freatly lessened the 
number of accidents. During the first week 
the decrease in the percentage of accidents 
on our system was one-quarter. Since then 
the results have been fully as encouraging.” 

C. L. Bonney said the matter was not of 
great importance to the Chicago General 
railway company, as it could easily comply 
with either ordinance. 

. KF. Furback, Vice-President of the 
North Chicago street railway, said the ex- 
pense had not been great in making the 
change, and the number of accidents had 
been materially lessened. He inclined to- 
ward the system now in use. 


- INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Nobody on La Salle street was particularly sur- 
prised at the action of the City Council on Mon- 
day night in passing Ald. Greenacre’s ordinance 
imposing a tax of 2 per cent on the gross incomes 
of fire insurance companies not incorporated in 
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pay a license fee to the State, and in addition all 
contribute a certain percentage of their receipts 
for the maintenance of the Fire Patrol and the 
inspection service, amounting to $135,000 annual- 
ly. Any additional tax of the sort provided by 
the Greenacre ordinance, they contend, will be 
in the nature of a double taxation. 

The Executive committee of the, Underwriters® 
Association had arranged to take action on the 
matter last Friday, but pressure of other matters 
forced a postponement until next Friday. The 
course to be followed is substantially marked out 
now. The companies will refuse payment of the 
tax and will then endeavor to induce the City 
Law Department to join in making up an agreed 
cuse to test the law. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court only will be regarded as disposing 
of the matter. A similar action was followed in 
1888, when an ordinance like the present one was 
adopted, and aftee a long legal fight nullified. 
The insurance people say they are confident the 
Supreme Court will declare the Greenacre ordi- 
nance unconstitutional. _But In the event it is 
upheld the taxation, they say, will simply be 
added to premiums ne from the people.

Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—A special 
meeting of the Western Underwriters’ Union con- 
vened here today. The regular semi-annual! meet- 
ing was called for March 11 at St. Louis, but on 
account of special business it was decided to 
hold it here. 

Vice-President Little of the Phenix said the mat- 
ter considered in the executive session today was 
the excessive commissions some of the companies 
not in the association are paying toagents. They 
offer inducements to agents for getting business 
that make it virtually a cut ingthe rate. 

‘* We do not belleve in this way of doing busi- 
ness,"’ said he, *‘ and propose to put a stop to it 
if possible. If 30 per cent is to paid in corn- 
missions in order to get risks we are of the opinion 
it would be much better, both for the companies 
and their patrons, to cut the rates and give the 
benefit to the patrons instead of the agents."’

Columbus, O., Feb. 4.—[Specfal.]—Bills intro- 
duced by Senator Hysell today contemplate a 
radical change in the present insurance laws and 
will undoubtedly provoke strong opposition from 
the old companies. One is entitled a bill * to 
encourage the transaction of the life insurance 
business by domestic capital.’’ 

It provides that companies incorporated only 
for the purpose of issuing life policies on the plan 
of annual, limited, and single premiums, term 
life policies, and for purchasing and disposing 
of life annuities may be organized with a paid up 
capital of not less than $25,000 instead of the $100, - 
000 formerly required. It is further provided that 
such companies shal! preserve strict individual- 
ity among thelr members as to all benefits, pay 
no officer exorbitant compensation, and pay no 
dividend greater than 8 percent perannum. Such 
companies are required to maintain their sol- 
vency on the basis of the actuaries’ experience 
table of mortality with interest at 4 per cent. 
This is a change from the present law which pro- 
vides for the use of the American insurance tables. 

Another important change is the provision that 
such companies are not required to place on de- 
posit with the Superintendent of Insurance securi- 
ties to the value of $100,000, as at present re- 
quired, but merely an amount equal to the re- 
serve on all policies in force until such time as 
such deposit shall reach the sum of $100,000, after 
which no greater deposit shall be required. The 
importance of this provision lies in the fact that 
it makes it easier for new concerns to start, where 
so heavy a deposit is not required in the beginning. 
The reduction in the amount of capital required 
also tends to the same result. 

Mr. Hysell’s other bill amends Secs. 279, 3,598, 
and 3,602 bp providing for the employment of the 
actuary insurance tables instead of what are 
known as the American tables in establishing the 
rate of mortality and thus determining the value of 
policies. :

WANT DAILY WATER BULLETINS. 


Fourth Ward Women Consider Vari- 
ous Matters of Sanitation. 

If tha: women of the Fourth Ward could 
have their way the Board of Health would 
issue daily bulletins—and have them pub- 
lished in the newspapers, like the weather 
indications—such as: “ Boil the water to- 
day,” or “Water all right today; drink hear- 
tily.”’ 

This decision was reached as an incident 
in the meeting to consider better sanitation 
held on Monday atAzhe home of Mrs. George 
BE. Cole, No. 3539 Grand boulevard. Dr. 
Rachel Hickney Carr said the people of Chi- 
cago have become so afraid of the impuri- 
ties they do not drink water enough; that 
boiled water is lacking in the carbonic acid 
gases necessary to the system, and many 
fevers directly traceable to these causes are 
arising She thought this difficulty could be 
avoided if the report of the daily analyses of 
water at the Health Office were printed. 

Besides taking up this suggestion the 
women of the Fourth Ward determined to 
exfend their housekeeping to the middle of 
the street in front of their homes, and also 
to the alleys inthe rear. The territory cov- 
ered extends from. Thirty-third to Thirty- 
ninth street, and from the lake to State 
strect. Each of the fifteen women present 
appointed herself a committee of one to look 
more closely after her own dooryard, and 
also to interest one or more neighbors in her 
block in the same subject. 

The plumbing of the houses, methods of 
disinfecting, and kindred topics will be 
taken up at the next meeting, to be held at 
the residence of Mrs. H. M. Starkey, No.
